is suspended at the top. The best results 
are produced by having the coffee ground 
extra fine while it is hot and put into an 
airtight receptacle. AVhen a can of this 
ground coffee is opened its odor pervades 
the whole apartment, as the volatile oil 
has not had a chance to escape.—New York 
Sun.

porter visited the colony of Russian 
Jnws in southern New Jersey, and the 
above message was the one its directo' 
scat to the public. 
With the Baroi 


llirsch fond were bought 5,000 acres o 
woodland, covered with scrub oak 
about the little station of Woodbine 01 
tho West New Jersey railroad. Tb 
director of the colony is Professor H. L 
Babaovitch, himself a Russian Jew am 
n graduate of tlio Polytechnic lustitut 
oi Zurich, Switzerland. The 5,000 acre 
bought with the Hirsch fund are divid 
ed into farms of thirty acres each. On 
this thirty acres each man is expected tc 
support himself and family, for no man 
in allowed to take a farm unless he i 
married. 
The Hirsch fund helps the 


helpless, and bachelors are supposed tc 
In) able to shift for themselves. But no 
even to the married colonist is the little 
firm to be given as a charity. The ex 
ili'3 Russian Jew who ia to learn to live 
by farming must pay $200 for the thirty 
a< res. If he cannot do this, however, hi 
is allowed to settle upon it and pay aftei 
ho makes the money off it. 


The stories of the dirt, shiftlessuesi 


Br.d uncivilized character of the settlor 
are untrue. Many of them were shop 
keepers and artisans before coming tc 
America, and knew nothing of agricul 
tural life. Chopping wood to clear the 
laud was the first work at which the; 
•wore employed; chopping up scrub oak 
at that. Two hundred of them wer 
hired at first. Their hands became blis 
tcred and bleeding and some of their 
hiid to give up the task. Eighty-six per 
severed, however, and are now experi 
enced woodmen.

Years igo—it must have been twenty- 
there were in Cincinnati a number of 
men, most of them above the ordinary in 
intellectual power, who for some reason 
concluded to investigate bpiniuivila 
They were also mostly unbeliever1! in the 
current theology. 
Among them was 


William Corry, a wealthy and eccentric 
citizen of Cincinnati, who had been edu- 
cated 311 France and imbifdd socialistic 
principles. Another was F. B. Plymp- 
ton, of the editorial staff of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, a gifted writer aud a 
poet. 
Dr. Napoleon Bonaparte Wolf 


was still another one of the friends. Dr.

true to their Spiritualistic convictions. 
All aie dead now, and Donn Piatt was 
the hv.t of them, but Spiritualism never 
soften^ the fierceness of his animosity 
or him fights against shams and hum- 
bugs. Hit sayings were noted far ant 
wide, and some of them passed into the 
American speech to its permanent en 
richmont.

Studying Political Economy. 


Professor W. B. Burohill writes that 


he people themselves, the common citi- 
ens of this country, and all the people 
at that, ought to take up the study of 
iconomic science as applied to common- 
wealths. The great economic questions 
if the day will never be solved by a few 
•ich capitalists who sit aloft and throw 
work at the people and decide what 
ihall be paid to thorn, how much rent 
ihey ought to pay and what amount of 
iducation they must receive. Neither, 
ra tho other hand.will they ever be solved 
)y bomb throwing, parading the street 
with red flags and making inflammatory 
speeches against men with money. The 
jroblems of capital and labor \vill be 
solved when working people themselves 
oit calmly down and use their brains and 
.eisui-e 
time in studying economic 


science. It is more fascinating than 
chemistry, geology or mathematics, for 
its factors are men and women, its laws 
;he great rules that underlie life and the 
productiveness of nature. Any one can 
understand it. 


When farmers and mechanics know 


the principles that govern the demand 
and supply of money they will know ex- 
actly when and where free silver coin- 
age and more money will be useful and 
when not. They will know so much 
that demagogues cannot bamboozle 
votes out of them by promises that in 
the nature of things can nover be ful- 
filled. 
There ouglit lu lie cheap and 


popular teyt books on economic science 
Economic science is a better word for it 
than "political economy," for the word 
political has been so degraded that the 
mention of it conjures up visions of 
fraud and injustice and the exact oppo- 
site of everything that economic science 
proves to be for the good of all. 


Professor Burchill writes: 
There is no branch of education beyond the 


most priojary BO necessary and buiUible for 
universal study as political economy. 
It is 


necessary because it is ruinous to tho interests 
of society to leave it to the investigation of 
specialists. It treats of matters which, affect 
selfish interests, and its slew progress in the 
past is mainly duo to the fact that, where its 
buses are true and its investigations are ac- 
curate and searching, It discovers wrongs that 
need redress, and unjust Institutions which 
for generations wero considered just, and 
which antiquity has almost made sacred; prej- 
udices are uroubod, aud the economists, often 
startled at their own conclusions, seek less 
radical solutions. That science which often 
traces want and misery, enforced idleness aud 
brutalizing conditions to monopoly aud privi- 
lege is not likely to make progress till it has 
1 .ri/ed. Furthermore, it is suit- 


The phcuoiueoa to be'oSsep-ved are witnm 
reach, ore, iu fact, couuuu»ii^ \ ._ "., . tu'u 
and the results arrived at by deductive reason- 
Ing can easily be verified by comparison with 
the facts of actual experience, introducing or 
eliminating coaditious which may or may not 
form factors of tho inve&Ugatious.

shall we be fed?" "Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed?1' aro tho questions with which politi- 
cal economy attempts to deal, and since food 
and clothing are the first requisites of life, 
political economy is the basis of social science, 
as well might we try to build a house without 
laying a foundation as to endeavor to arrive at 
just conclusions on quest.ous relating to the 
latter without a knowledge of the former.
